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Problem 

In the Prepare Checks section of the Model II payroll program there is a 
problem. If you enter (choose to prepare a check for) an enployee number 
that is greater than the total number of enployees in your Payroll system 
the number entered will replace that of the eqployee currently displayed. 


Solution 

The problem is corrected by following the st^s listed below. 

1. Backup the diskette(s) and make the changes on the Backup copy of the 
program. 

2. In BASIC load the program by typing IDAD"INPUT". 

3. Make the following corrections;

4. Type SAVE"INPUT" to save the changes in the program. 

5. At TOSDOS Ready, make a baclcup copy of the corrected diskette.
